The  .new  bookstore,  formerly 
located  in  the  building  that  now 
houses  the  school  of  nursing,  oc- 
cupies part  of  the  Student  Service 
Center.  It  opened  in  its  new  loca- 
tion last  March  at  the  beginning 
of  spring  quarter. 

Modern  Stories 

One  of  the  most  modern  stores 
in  the  country,  it  has  been  visited 
by  managers  from  several  east- 
ern universities  including  Cornell 
and  Princeton  along  with  Wash- 
ington State  College,  University 
of  California  at  Los  Angeles. 

Designed  by  Ken  White,  in- 
dustrial designer  from  New  York, 
it  embodies  the  newest  principles 
of  construction.  All  weight  is 
placed  on  the  outside  walls  so 
that  the  interior  can  be  remodel- 
ed to  fit  the  need  of  a growing 
university.  The  main  room  is  60 
feet  wide  and  175  feet  long.  In 
it,  supplies  range  from  looseleaf 
paper  to  birthday  cards  and  val- 
entines, cooking  utensils,  gym 
shoes,  cameras,  candy  and  jewel- 
ry. 

Floors  are  of  pink  terrazzo  and 
have  conduits  placed  in  every 
other  section  to  allow  for  drilling 
for  electricity  placement  in  the 
event  of  remodeling.  Since  floors 
of  this  type  tend  to  be  uneven, 
all  display  counters  and  tables 
have  legs  which  adjust  to  any 
uneven  spots  when  a slight  pres- 
sure is  applied. 

Fluorescent  Lighting 

The  lighting  is  fluorescent  and 
incandescent  to  eliminate  odd 
shadows  and  distortion  of  colors. 

Special  features  not  generally 
seen  nor  noticed  by  students  in- 
clude three  stock  rooms  located 
just  off  the  main  floor  with  dumb 
waiters  in  two  of  them  to  facil- 
itate movement  of  supplies;  lock- 
ers for  the  34  part-time  And  two 
full  time  employees:  the  art  de- 
partment which  makes  all  of  the 
display  signs  and  posters  to  be 
used  in  the  bookstore;  a two-way 
mirror  located  in  the  office  of 
the  sales  manager  to  aid  in  de- 
termining if  more  sales  help  is 
needed ; a Webster  inter-commun- 
ication system  with  eight  stations 
to  which  four  more  can  be  added 
when  necessary;  and  glass 
shelves  ih  the  bookcases  to  allow 
more  light  on  the  lower  shelves. 

Ivan  Sanderson  manages  the 
store  on  lower  campus  which 
handles  all  of  the  art  supplies  for 
the  school  and  handles  all  of  the 
books  for  Brigham  Young  High 
School.
